Your readers are probably aware 
that the meridian of Washington 
I runs through the national capital 
j but they are perhaps as ignorant 
as are Washington 
people 
as to 
I the exact spot 
from 
which 
that 
meridian is calculated. These cal­ 
culations are made from the nn- 
jval observatory, although the first 
jones were made long before there 
j was an observatory or any author­ 
ity of law for making the obser­ 
vations. 
The 
first 
calculations 
were made in 1804, but it was, not, 
until 1S21 that congress authoriz­ 
ed the president 
to 
have astro­ 
nomical observations made to de­ 
termine the longitude of tho capi­ 
tal. In 1812 the first observatory 
was authorized, the 
meridian be- 
ing calculated from 
that building, 
which was equipped with tho hest 
instruments of that time. In 1802

the police have always encoun­ 
tered many difficulties in keeping 
a check on vice in this vicinity. The

that the other can not bo. State­ 
ments are given out by the depart­ 
ments and bureaus of the govern­ 
ment 
and 
later 
are 
corrected, 
changed or amended by the same 
bureaus. 
Newspaper men are in­ 
clined to state the facts so far as 
possible’, but there are few' who do, 
not 
have 
preconceived opinions, 
who are not biased to some extent 
in their views of the official state­ 
ments and the rumors and gossip 
which are heard upon the streets, 
in departments, 
business houses, 
homes and clubs. 
For many 
months 
“Old Glory” 
has been sharing honors with the 
flags of Great Britain and Franco, 
and during recent weeks there are 
many in Washington who have re- 
lalizcel that it is not quite fair to 
discriminate between the flags of 
friendly nations, so here and there 
will be seen a building from the 
windows of which fly the flags of 
a dozen countries, whose people 
are ihoorotieallv 
fighting a num­

Representative Kitehin, the dem­ 
ocratic floor leader, has informed 
house members they may now re­ 
turn to their homes for a week or 
ten days. 
Little activity is expect­ 
ed in tho house until tho senate re­ 
turns the food bill, and the confer­ 
ence report on that measure prob­ 
ably w ill occupy only a few hours' 
time in the* lower chamber. 
I nless the administration should

the 
house has; hut one more important 
bill to pass.

sponding adm irably to central /di­ 
rection from the so-called railroad 
w ar board of railway presidents. 
They have responded to every sug­ 
gestion made by the Council of N a­ 
tional Defense through 
the 
w ar 
board. 
“They have made all tran sfers of 
troops on schedule in a m a n n e r so 
far as I am advised entirely satis­ 
factory to the 
w ar 
d ep artm ent 
without serious disruption of reg­ 
ular traffic. 
They have tre m e n d ­ 
ously increased the supply of coal 
cars, facilitated the transit of grain 
and met the needs of th e govern­ 
ment nt least as promptly and ef­ 
fectually as if they w ere u n d e r di­ 
rection of the government a u th o r­ 
ities.” 
President Willard explained that 
last sum m er the railroads worked 
out with Col. Baker, of the q u a rte r­ 
m a ste r’s corps of the a rm y a com ­ 
plete scheme for w a r d ime opera­ 
tions, and that this scheme, since 
elaborated 
and 
perfected, 
has 
worked so well that “during the 
past tw'o m onths the railroads of 
the country, though handling v a st­ 
ly more ton miles than ever be­ 
fore, have been constantly tra n s ­ 
p o s i n g 
troops 
in 
considearble 
num bers without the least inter­ 
rupting regular traffic.” 
The regular traffic, he explained 
has been larger, probably, than in 
ny previous period in the history 
of the country. 
“Traffic w*as heavy 
before the 
United States entered the w ar.” 
he said, ‘'because of the necessity 
cf moving trem endous quantities 
of supplies, m aterial and finished 
products for the allies, but since 
April 6 it has increased trem end­ 
ously. 
The reports for the month 
of April show' that the railroads 
of the United States in th a t month 
handled over 3.000,000,000 m ore ton 
miles than w ere handled during 
the sam e m onth in 1916. although 
there was a strike impending, was 
heavy com pared to 
almost 
any 
vear before the beginning of ho 
European w'ar. 
“On May I. w'hen the. railroad 
w ar board was established and the 
railroads set out to co-operate with 
it in an effort to get g reater n a ­ 
tional efficiency, there wras a ear 
shortage of 148.627 cars. 
At the 
end of June this 
shortage 
had 
been decreased to 
105,000 
cars, 
though business wras steadily in­ 
creasing.” 
W illard said that in the judg­ 
ment of many railroad m en who 
have followed the situation closely, 
vital congestion would have hin­ 
dered the transportation of troops, 
seriously delayed the 
completion 
of the cantonm ents and aggravated 
the coal situation if the railroads 
had not voluntarily 
m ade 
th e m ­ 
selves ready to act as a unit in re­ 
sponse to the suggestions of the 
Council of National Defense war 
board.
